However, his great age, for He ‘ 
be 91 years O14 om the 14th of ne 
March, telis against him, and, as he 
has ted a very strenuous life all h i 
days and has been at the hospita) 
once ‘before through illness, he s 
evidently reaching the time when he 
Will have to turn over to others the 
large responsibilities of the manage- 
ment of the Enfield community, and 
it would not be at all strange if the 
old man, did not long seurvive. 
Nevertheless, he is.very cheerful, ar 
acts as if he thought he were good 
to live out.a century. While. the 
Shakers are not & position to take 
care of him at their own home, they 
are very attentive in looking after his 
needs at the hospital and visit ; 
almost every day. ‘ 

Undoubtedly, George Wilco? 
is the best known locally of any 


frequently driven aibout the city in 
the old business wagon belonging to 
the Shaker farm, his figure has be 
come very familiar. 

He was born at Foster, R. IL, on 
Mareh 14, 14819. His father and 
mother, with a family of five eons and 
one daughter, joined the Shakers at 
Enfield in 1827. Both parents live: 
and died with the Shakers, the fathe 
im 1836 and the mother in 1877. 

He has-been assistant elder ar 
elder since 1844—first being assistar 
to Bider Asa Tiffany. whom he s 
ceeded on the retirement of the lat 
ter in 18651. This. important posi 
tion the has since continued succes 
fully.to fill, having supervision of ov 
1000 acres of land belonging to ‘th 
Chureh family. 

He is a most genial and courtéou .

oeonversationalist, full of. reminisce
